A 
VINDICATION 
Of the Duke of Curland againſt 
the Swediſh Calumnies. 


Frer the Violation of the Polonion Truce, breaking of 
the newly Concluded Peace with Dexwaerck,deftitution- 
of the Tranfilvanian Prince, in the midit of his Ene- 
mies, contrary to Engagement ; yea, after the U- 

niverſal prophanation and contempt oi Divine and Humane 
Lawes every where: No body ( likely ) will chink it any great 
wonder or novelty, that by Command of che ſame King of 
Sweden, theilluftrious Duke of Cur/and ( notwithſtanding his 
Highneſſe had in the beginning of the late Poliſh War, agreed 
upon a perperual Neutrality, and ſince was forc'c oft-times to 
redeem and buy the ſame again with a vatt Treaſure, ) was per- 
fidioully ſurprized in his own Caſtle, andin a mott barbarous 
manner(together with his Dutcheſfe and ſeven Infant Children) 
carrie*away captive to Riga. 

Moreover, Whereas ſach things were committed agiinſt a 
Peaceable Prince, which would not have place in an Enemy : 
Again a Princefle, { who for her unparaile!'d Piety, ard moſt 
iNHaſtrious Vertues, ( to ſay nothing of her Both ) may juftly 
claim the the higheſt placeamong Women } drawing near the 
time of her Delivery: Yea, againſt his Princely Children, al- 
moſt all Infants, and moſt innocent in their age, as cheir Pa- 
rents in their lives. It ſeemes they have appeared co the Swedes 
themſelves, to be of that nature, as that they ought not to be 
publiſhed co the world, without ſome kinde of excuſition or 
defence : But ſuchis the infinite Benignity and Juſtice of our 
God, that hardly any other could have demonſtrated or mani- 
feſted more brighter, the ſpdtleſſe Innocence of theſe 
= of Princgy, then the moſt unjuſt oppoſers of the 
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menti ſunt in hic cauſa omnia ; fac fides habeatnr pretex- 
tibus, que veritati adebetur , nihil hic invenies, quid in- 
nocentie Principium prejudicarey, aut Suecorum fattowvel 
minimum Fuſlitie affricare poſſet colorem. Nimirum 
jungs poteſt juſtitte maledicentia, nec tamen hec males 
redldere poteſt, ant reos, quos illa miſeros effecit. 
nod ipſum patebit audienti hos Oratores, qui cauſam 
hanc dum d:fendunt, produnt. Caput accnſationts eft, 
Uxorem Prigcipes leaſe Fratri ſuo Eleft ori Branden- 
burgico, nt cum Polonie Rege, cu) 1 olim waſallus ipſez 
futrat, maritus autem adhuc erat, in gratiam rediret.

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Thoſe who patrocinate this cauſe ſpeak ( indeed ) their ful), 
leaſure, and yet it appears, that with all their fludy and In- 
uſtry, they have been uncapable to forge any thing, whereby 

ſo great an indignity might be rendred in the leaft exculable. 
Suppoſe all their manifeft forgeries in this bufineſſe to be true, 
and attribute that Faith ( which is due co the truth ) to their 
frivolous pretences, yet you will find nothing at all in them,chat 
either can be any waies prejudicous to theInnocency of the Duke 
and Dutcheſle, or yer give any<he leaſt colour of Juſtice to that 
inhnmane ation of the Swedes, Beſides, to the ſaid notori- 
ous injuſtice, may be alſo added the ſlanderous aſperſions , 
which yet will not bc able to render thoſe either bad or guilty, 
whom they have made miſerable. 

And this will clearly appear, to bim that hears theſe Ora- 
tors ſpeak, who ſtrivinſs to defend this cauſe,do betray the ſame. 
The head of the Accuſation, is, That the D#ke's Lady, did 
perſwade her Brother, the Prince Elettor of Brandenborgh, to 
reconcile himſelf to the King of Poland's Majelty, whoſe vaſlall 
he had eretimes been, and co whom he ſtill ſtood engaged. At- 
ter this rate, neither the words nor counſels of familiar friends 
are unpuniſhable; yea, eventhoſe of a Wife, would exact the 
head of her Huzband, agd he were to ſuffer for what ſhe com- 
mited. I believe that ( according ts the Opinion of theſe Arbi- 
trators ) that man- may lawfully be termed an enemy, whoſe 
Wife in his abſence,and unknown to him, hath other where made 
g00d overtures for, and endeavoured the Recommendation of 
Peace betwixt her neareft Friends aud Kinred, re whom ſhe ow- 
ed loveand reverence; and that it isa crime to counſell or re« 
commend Peace, when it is godly and moſt commendable, by 
inceſſant fervent Prayers to beg the ſame of God. Bur, that the 
ſaid Princeſſe did nothing of this nature (1f we will not believe 
the Prince Elettor, religiouſly afſeriing the lame ) yet muſt we 
give credit to the Arguments of the matter it ſelf. The King 
of Sweden having involved the ſaid Eleftorin the Polonian War, 
and the Daniſh ſuddainly creeping in thereupon, and ſucceeding ; 
his Electoral Highneſſe advifed the ſaid King to make up ( as he 
eaſily migh:) a Peace both glorious and profitable for himſelf, 
with the Poles, and to divert the Dan: motions with equitable 
Condicions , but all in yain; the ſaid E/eFor being ( as it —w_ ) 
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periculs, nes remedia previdere potuiſſe putabimus ? & 
od- unicum reſtabat ) pacem enum Polonis non con- 
fecifſe, niſt Soror ſubmonuerit * Fudicet qui welit, ec- 
quis Elefori iham perſuaſerit, & an non 4 Rege Succia 
Ipſo proficiſcatur, quod Optime Princips tanquam crimen 
reputant 7 
Sed interceſsit Principi, inquiunt, -familtaritas inſig- 
nis cum Gonzievio, & litteris hinc inde meantibus, quas 
partim Principss Miniſtros ſcripfiſſe perhibent, effettum, 
wt Anno 1656, Lithnanis eorumque wicins Copie 
Swecie, que illic locorum erant, in manus quaſi trade- 
rentur, Cum Gonſtevio Princips arcndum erat, tan- 
quam cum vicino amico, Regis (ui Miniftro, & egit;

ſimi Anzlie, &c. Protettorss ſlndium pacu inter Muſcos 
& Smecos conficiende 4 Moſchis repudtaretur, quod ſini- 
ftras de Suecis opiniones Legato Anelico inſinuaverit, dc- 
rique quod Polonis Moſchgs conciltare, hos wero Suecis 
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ſent back by the King with deriſion,to that height of glory held 
ſo much more ample andifuftrions, by how much more enemies 
he was ſurrounded; and ſo the King moves towards He/fttin, 
deſerting bis Confederates the EleRtor and Trsilvanias Prince, 
even ina manner overwhelmed by the E:emy. Whereupon he 
of Tra»/ilvania, ſhortly after was deprived of his Army, and 

to this hour,runs bazard of the totall lofſe of his Country and 
Fortunes; the City, of Cracevie was recovered; and the Prince 
Eleftor immediately ( 945) ſurrendred by the threatning for- 
midable Armies of the Confederate Poles, Auſtrians, _ Coſ- 
Jacks, being altogether left deftitute ofthe leaſt hopes of ſuccour 

from the Swedes. And ean we think that all this while, the ſaid 

P. Elefter could foreſee neither Evils,nor Perils, nor Remedies ? 

And that ( which only was remaining ) he could not have had 
thoughts of a Peace with the Po/es, without the Admonition of 
his Sifter>? Judge whomſoever , who it was that perſwaded 
the Eleftor thereunto, and whether it proceeds not from the 
King of Sweden himſelf, what is as a Crime imputed unto ovr 

moſt Vertuous Princeſle. 

But ( they ſay) the Dke kept great intimacy' with Gonzie- 
why. and, that by interchangeable Letters ( which partly t 
afſert to have been written by the D»ke's Minifters ) it hat 
been brought to paſſe, that in the Year 1656. the Swediſh For- 
66s in thoſe parts, were (in a manner) betrayed into the hands 
of the Lithuanian and their Neighbours. The Dake was forced 
to (anddid indeed ) Treat with Gonzirmeky, as with a Neigh- 
bouring Friend, and the Miniſters of his King ; yet ſo, as that 
he was altogether mindfull of his Condition, and how much ic 
behooved him Sacredly and Inviolably to preſerve no leſle the 
Laws of Neutrality, then the reſpe& due to bis Lord. Nor 
can ever any Letters of the D#ke be produced, either nawor- 
thy of himſelf, or in the leaſt contrarying the premifed State 
of affairs; what the Minifters have either done or written, 
they chemſ-lves muſt anſwer, the Prixce for his part, is herein 
moſt innocent. Moreover, when the Swedes moſt baſely trea- 
ted the Airbaanians and Samogitians, and yet in the mean time, 
were ſecurely and confuſedly diſperſed among them, could not 
that, which their moſt horrid aQions did extorte from, and 
whereunto the faireſt opportunity ipvited the ſaid ——

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be executed upon the Swedes, but by Inftintianof the Puke 
of Curland > And could not they fee their Enemigs, when ir» 
- ting nt their fire ſides, and hanging upon their vety backs, ,ex- 
cept the Duke of Curland had afar off pointed at them 2 * 

It is further 1mpuced, that the Duke did give Counſel! a8 
Directioi s to the great Dke of AMnſcovy,for the taking of Rign 
togecher wich Supplies tor his Army ; as alſo, that he dideffe&t 
( vr cauſe ) that tus molt Serene Highneſle the Lord Proceftor's 
of England,&c, endeavoures for Peace betwixt the Aduſcoviter 
and Swedes, were rej<ted by the ſaid Mſn/covites : That he did 
infinaace ſiniſter Opinions of the Sweazs to the Ambaſſadour of 
England : And laftly, that he did endeavour to reconcile the 
Poles and Mnſcouites, but to render theſe more incenſed apainſt 
the Swedes z yea, that he was uponit, to have ſent a ſuccour of 
3000 men of his own, to the moſt Serene Prizce Elefbor of 
Branderburgh. 

It were to be wiſhed ( to begin with the laſt ) chat the Dube 

had had ſuch a number of Forces, and could have been induc'd 
and diſpoſed by all the ſeaſonable Admonitions of his Friends, to 
have provided for his own ſecurity that way ; he would not 
then have been ſo lyable and obnoxious to the Swedib injuries , 
but perhaps ( Good Prince ) have preſerved his Houſe and t- 
fate intire and ſafe to this hour: whereas now, Integrity and In» 
nocency could hardly be more cruelly eluded and inſulted over, 
then to objeRt a numerousPower of Forces to him,who, ſecurely 
rely ing upon,and only confiding in theRoyal Promiſes was ali0- 
gecher deſtitute of Souldiers. As for his ( pretended ) ſug- 
geſted Counſels to the great Duke, he neither ever had oppor- 
tunity thereunto, nor yet authority to perſwade any thirp. 
If the LMuſcovites exited paflage and free quarters, the Swedes 
and Poles exacted no lefſ: ; he tuffered Dammage by all, bur did 
Injury 10 none. This misfortune had been more worthy of pitty 
then of puniſhment, 

A Peace berwixt the Aduſcovites, Poles, Swedes, and all other 
his _— the Prince ( as a moſt perfe&t Peace Lover ) 
did cordially wiſh, and being ſo much concerned in the confetti 
on of the ſame, if he could not promote ; yet leaftwiſe, he was 
farre from ( any where ) perturbing or obfiruting ir. To flir 
up Nation againſt Nation, are not-his Practiles, who _

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ſtands his own Tranquility and Preſervation to depend only 
from his Neighbours general! Concordance,snd ity,and 
whom it b:hooves to give <quall reſpe& to all, and rather co 
winne the heart of every one wich Civility, then by force of 
Armes. Now,thac this bach been the reall mind and endeavours 
of the D #k-, the Engliſh Ambaſſadour bimſelf, cannot but wits 
nefle, whom the Dake did proſecute with all poſlible demon- 
ſtrations of Civility, and entertained moſt !oyingiy for many 
Moneths together, not only for being a ſtranger, or the Miniſter 
of a potent Friend, but chiefly for comirg as a Peace-Maker. 
But he, himſelf (they ſay )was poſſeſt with mott 1. iftrous Opini- 
ons of the Swedes in Curland ; as if, what Conſcaonce doth bue 
argue to be true, muſt be granted to be ſpoken alſo. Eutif any 
of the Swedes have anill heart, muft it therefore follow that the 
mouthwf the Duke of Curiaxd is impure and ſlanderous? But 
let us return from whence we have made a Digreffion. 

Suppoſe all theſe things to be ſo, notwithſtanding that the 
Serene —_— in her Letters to the Prince Eleflor her Bro- 
ther ( taking God to witneſſe,and having pleaded and diſcuſſed 
the Cauſe, in the Tribunal of her own Conſcience ) doth facred- 
ly affirm, That ſhe cannot find any other fault in ber ſelf or hers, 
-bue, that having commicted noill, and therefore not fearing #- 
ny, they had coo much confided in thoſe that make profeſiion 
of Chriftianity and Evangelical Religion. 

Bur let us ( | ſay ) grant this to the enemy, that thoſe Princes 
( the moſt Religious Obſervers of their Compatts, and whom 
their very P:ety,Godlinefſe,and Condition alone doth eaſily ab- 
ſolwe ) have committed all theſe 0bjeRted Crimes,and yet more 
grievous ones, if they pleaſe; yet after that the old # 
of Neutrality was again renewed and confirmed, with the Ge- 
nerall of the Swedih Army (not without a cementation of 
friendſhip, which they that mean co tranſact with ſuch kind of 
people, muſt ever have ready at hand; I mean ready money, 
but newly, with much ado,raiſed by the Duke : ) and (as is ma- 
nifelt ) but very few hours interceding betwixt the making of 
the ſaid Covenant, and-immediate enſuingirruption into the 
Caltle of the ſaid D»ke; in as much as the Sz-edes muſt either 
have taken away, or elſe anticipated themſelves, all the Crimes 
that can poſlibly be forged againſt his Highneſſe ; No man

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(lurely ) can believe, that after all this, the ſaid Duke can juſt 
ly be accuſed of any thing. There muſt then be ofher Reaſons 
which moved and;impulſed the King of Swedes to accelerate and 
haſten this deplorable misfortune unto the How/e of Curlard. 
And iadeed,there are, that think that he did ic,to vex and ſpighr 
the Þ.El:for of Brandenborgh, inthat, when be was not able 
to invade him ( who was now to0 powerfull in Armes,and more 
wary of being circumvented then heretofore) he did over- 
power the unarmed and uncapable of Reſiftance. The P. Er for 
indeed, deplores the hard fate of his Friends, andall honeſt 
hearts condole with them : But their unſpotted innocence doth 
powerfully mitigate and allay his ſorrow , as alſo the inftaite 
Juftice of God, which is wont generally co Crown the ſame 
with a moſt prpſperous iſſue even of the affliction it ſelf ; and 
contrarily to behold the Enemies thereof with ſuch an eye, az 
doth every where witneſſe him no lefle a moſt Severe Judge and 
Avenger,then a tender and gracious Father:He knows that thoſe 
that commit ſuch enormous ARions, do .bur ſo much the more 
ſpeedily provoke, ripen, and augment the juſt vengeance vf the 
Lord, by how much brighter the Innocence of che oppreſſed 
party appeares. Others think, that the commodious ſituation 
of Curlaud, upon the Taltique , made the teeth of him, that 
affets the Dominion thereof, to water, But as the acquiſici» 
on of Naberh's Vineyard yeelded but ſmall igcreaſe to the E+ 
ſtate of wicked Ahab, fo alſo all good people, expect to fee 
what will be the end and iſſue of the aff:Rtation of more then 
one Kingdom, and violent ereption of more then one Duke- 
dome and Principality. And indeed, we have already beheld an 
eminent ſign of the ( not retarding ) Juſtice of God, in that, 
the'very next @ay after the barbarous carrying away of the 
Princes of Curland into Captivity, being the 28* of Oftober, 
a few Ships of che United Neatberland States ( the moſt of the 
Fleet not having been en aged in the fight )did, by the burningot 
ſome, taking others, Ks. inking not a ſew Swediſh Ships, moſt 
happily effeRuate the raiſing of the Seige of Copenhagen , and 
cauſe the world co ſmile in bebolding thoſe, that did boat} che 
Dominion of the Sea, uncapable ( notwithſtanding the two 
immineat Caſtles npon either ſide of the Shoare ) to 


deſend or maintain the moſt inconſiderable part of che ſame, 
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viz. the Daniſh Sound. And even ſo, we truſt, that the ſame 
God that hath approved himſelf the gracious Deliverer of 
Denmark, and juſt Avenger of oppreſſed Innocency ( having 
broken the moſt inſolent pride of the Enemy ) will alſo in his 
own due time, be preſent with, and powerfully deliver theſe, 
who about the ſame time, have ſuffered the ſame Injuries, and 
been wrongfully sfMicted with othere. To him be praiſe and 
glory for ever andever.

excepted ) thall remain fully Aſſared of, and be (ecured 
in the Neutrality formerly Granted his Highnefle by his 
laid Royal Majeſty ; as alſo-be wholly freed of all man- 
ner ot Hoſtile Attencations, Invaſions, Free Quarterings, 
Contributions, and all other Execntions, Robberies, and 
Depredations whatſoever, &c.
